It will at once be seen that it 
Is the peculiar position ami not the magnitude 
that gives importance to the Pole star. 


One use of this s'ur is a guide to travelers and

The Railroad Police bill, some of the provi- 


sions of ivhicli are very severe, is now under 
discussion by the Illinois Senate. An amend- 
ment has been atMutl making the consignor of 
Texan cattle which bring disease into tlie State 
liable jointly with the railroad for damages. If 
the consignor is not a citizen of the State, the 
consignee is held accountable. The provision 
that railroads shall bo liable for treble damages 
in case they refuse to carry freight offered them 
or fail to deliver it within a reasonable time, is 
sustained. In addition to the penalty, the costs 
of prosecution are charged upon the company, 
which is further made liable to a flue not ex- 
ceeding $1.000. Another amendment has been 
adopted requiring all roads in the State to fur- 
nish all their cars within one year with an auto- 
matic or other 'safe coupling, so that breakmei 
need not bo crushed to death.

Suckers at the roots should 
be cut, oil'as fast a; they appear during Ihe 
growing season, as they rob both roollels and 
branches of nutriment -which i* waslet'ully ex- 
pended in snsUnuiiig them.

1 consider that the labor expended 
was as good as three dollars per day for all Ihe 
time s|«ut; inn satisfied that it will pay to cul- 
tivate thoroughly.

but nol n man lo watch llran. Around each 
flock or hand ol'sny a thousand sheep are half 
;: do/on dogs of a peculiar hived—dogs whose 
prn.?".ii:ors'were imported IVom llie sheep pus- 
lincs of Ihe old world. These dogs, take the 
e.uiire care of Ihe sheep, drive them out lo pas- 
ture in the morning, keep them from straying 
during the day. and bring I hem home at night. 
These dogs have inherited a talent fur keeping 
sheep, but the shepherds do not depend wholly 
on that. They cnl'.ivate it in this way—so at 
li-.ist Ihe old shepherd says:—'-When a lamb is 
born it is taken away from tho mother sheep 
before ishe. has seen it. and a puppy put in his 
place. The sheep suckles Ihe puppy, and learns 
to love it. 
When tin-puppy grows old enough 


to cut meat it is fed iu the morning, and sent 
out, with the sheep.
